London, Sept. 22.—Special dispatch-
es to Petrograd apgree that the Rus-
sians have swept on swiftly from the
Vilna salient, the strategic value of
which was considered so great that the
Russian general staff considered it
worth risking a large number of men
to hold.‘

In their withdrawal the Russians
are said to have destroyed everything
of military value. Although the ar-
my is safe, it is hardly likely that the
whole Russian army will escape with-
out heavy losses in men and guns. The
encircling movements of the Germans
are still held up. On the Vilna-Lida-
Slonim flanks the German advance is
proceeding steadily, but Prince Leo-
pold’s progress is slower, while von
Mackensen has been stopped at the
Pripet marshes.
